Manila, I\ T., (V, 8. A.)) 
March 1i, '99. . \ 

Deaf Mother: 

We lauded here after a 25 day's 
trip from Honolulu. On the way wo 
eneouutercd a storm and waves were 
rolling twenty and thirty feet big!;, 
sometimes rolling over the deck 
our boat. 

We now have 100 cartridges each 
and are expecting to go on the thing 
liue at any moment. The enemy is 
very much afraid of our guns aud 1 
think we can whip them in a few 
month*. 

We are living in houses made of 
bamboo and nearly everything is tied 
instead of nailed. The barracks are 
very cool as they are full of windows 
and doors. We have mosquito bai 
aud so those pests don't bother us 
very mnch, though very large. The 
trees are full of monkeys of all sizes 
aud kinds, and some of them are very 
tame. Bananas and coaconuts grow 
very thick and palms are as common 
as oaks in the States. The days are 
awful hot but the nights are very 
cool ; we use our blankets and are 
none too hot at that. We only drill 
one hour a day. so have plenty of time 
took around. There la an old 
church and also a grave-vard. The 
church was badly damaged by 
battleships, although the walls were

To day a native was burving his 
baby, and when wo. went in he show- 
ed us a permit to bury it, probably 
thinking we were guards . It was 
very sad to see him digging a grave 
for his own child aud at the same 
time trying to smile and be friendly 
to us. 

You must excuse me but I started 
this letter and had to go to the filing 
lines before finishing it. Now, I know 
what it is to hear bullets flying thick 
and fast and I often wonder how our 
company came out without loosing a 
man, We spent ten days chasing the 
negroes and are now in for a short 
rest, expecting to go to the front, in 
a short time again. For three or four 
days we laid in trenches, in reach of 
the enemy's guns and then went after 
them. We found them in strong 
trenches aud a stone church. The 
church fell after a charge, and the ne- 
groes lett their trenches and ran to the 
woods, but not before we had killed 
several and wounded more. That day 
we captured nine prisoners. Then 
we went to a small river and were 
marchiug up a road along its bank 
when suddenly the bullets began to 
sing to us once more. We halted, 
knelt down and commenced to return 
the fire, but were doing little good un- 
til our cannon began to work, for the 
town was built of atone, and the ene- 
y was again in a church.and they 
cut holes through the rock for their 
rifles so we could not see them, but 
finally the town surrendered and we 
loft it a complete wreck. 

Then we went into camp for a few 
days and made a march ot thirty 
miles, driving the negroes across a 
large lake. This march was very 
hard on mo, but I finally made it back 
to camp. The next morning wo looked 
up our missing men and found only 
two dean, while hundreds of negroes 
paid for their deaths. We then 
marched eight miles to camp, making 
about 40 miles in two days on but 
two meals and short water supply. 
Hoping to hear from you soon, I am

OB « Trip to emptor., Jackson 
ana uiner Towns. 

[Continued] 

When the train reached Jackson, 
and before Jgoing to the Arlington, 
the writer took a jaunt afoot beyond 
the big plat of the Day Bros'. Lum- 
ber Co., both on business and to see 
tho sights. Twenty new cottages, all 
in a row and alike, have been built on 
the hill by the mining company for 
their men. 

We returned by the riverside and 
through the lumber yards. The river 
had recently flooded everything in the 
yard, and several |etacka of lumber 
had been shifted. Kindling and stove- 
wood going to wash, did you say ? 
Piles of it being burned to get rid of 
it. Why this waste, thought I. Has 
Jackson no poor or rich who would 
gladly haul it away?j;it will come in 
good place uext winter. If the man- 
agers are to burn it up thus, why do 
not the town people lay iu a supply ? 

You have heard about the bridge? 
I stood on the bridge, but not at mid- 
night. It is certainly a great thing 
for Jackson, and no citizen of tho 
county should complain because the 
county spent $6,000 for it. In Janu- 
ary it was rented to tho highest bid- 
der for oue year for $1,330. The 
lessee will, we think, make his mon- 
ey. The toll rates are very reason- 
able. I had rather pay a cent anv 
time than to swim the river. Yet, if 
a man is contrary or stingy, there 
the river — go in. The rates are : I 
one tootman, 1 cent ; two footmen, 2 
cents, ad infinitum; horseman, 
way, 3 cents ; horseman, round trip, 
5 cents; two horse wagon, each way, 
5 cents; wagon with more than 
horses, one way, 8 cents; round trip, 
15 cents. Did not ask the price lor 
hogs, cattle and geese.

The mongoose, which no dcubt 
owes its popularity to Kipling, has 
rather a fiery spirit, and is useful as 
a rat-catcher, but it can be remark- 
ably tame, and then it finds a warm 
place in the heart=»of lady admirers. 

Up to a few years ago the kinka- 
jou, a native of South America, had 
a prominent place in English homes, 
hut it ran aw ay before the advance of 
the railway engine, and is now 
ning wild in inacessible parts of the 
great southern continent. Formerly 
the kinkajou, which has a very pre- 
hensile tail, was seen in many houses, 
but it isnow rarely seen. Thcreisone 
in the zoologicl gardens, and t he keep- 
?r proudly points it out to ladies, who 
it once fall in love with it. Among 
animals other than dogs which ladii 
keep as pets are large squirrels, Aus- 
tralian opossums and kangaroos. 

Birds as pets have gone almost out 
of fashion, and there is now scarcely 
any demand for them. In the old 
days, well-stocked aviaries were to be 
seen in nearly every lady's house, but 
the poor birds have been forsaken 
> the advent of bicycles, and they 
are scarcely ever inquired for now.

POISON IN CLOTHES. 

Death Has Resulted from the Zinc Chlor- 
ide in Overcoats. 

Many cases of poisoning have beer 
reporttd in England, the trouble be- 
ing caused by tho presence of zinc 
chloride in the cloth overcoats of the 
victims. The poison was absorbed on 
wet days, and caused pain of a severe 
description.

The man- 
ufacturer, threatened with ruin, will 
find someway of subsiitulinganothi 
chemical for the one which has 
proved itself so dangerous. He did 
this with red dyes of flannels, which 
poison so many. And he found some 
other way of making green Wall papei 
than by using arsenic in his colors. 
He has made black stockings possible 
for the poorest and for the most fas- 
tidious of us, and he is not likely to be 
a delinquent in discovering another 
remedy with which to meet the pres- 
ent case. — Harper's Bazar.

KENTUCKY BATTLESHIP 



Silver Service Contract Let-Cost 
$6,000; Weight, 2,700 



The contract for the silver service 
for the battleship Kentucky was let at 
Louisville last week to a firm in 
Philadelphia. 

The service will be composed of 
more than seventy pieces, and, : 
to those of the battleship Indiana and 
the cruiser New York, will probably 
be the handsomest on any ship in th< 
United States navy. The centerpiece 
will be the most elaborate of the ser- 
vice. It will be forty-four inches in 
lenth and will have five lights sur- 
mounted on each end. Electricity or 
candles can be used, and the effect 
will be attractive. Silver shades will 
also be included. From the middle of 
the centerpiece will rise a loving cup, 
which can be removed. On one side 
ot the cup will be engraved a full re- 
lief figure of Daniel Boone. On the 
other side will bt an engraving of an 
American Indian. An eagle with 
corn and tobacco clutched in his tal- 
ons and the teal ot the State of Ken- 
tucky will also ornament the loving 
cup. 

The punch bowl will havo a diam- 
ter of twenty-seven inches and a ca- 
pacity of fourteen gallons. It will be 
gold-rimmed. At one end will be an 
engraving of Daniel Boouo, and on 
the other an American Indian, 
each side will be an eagle, the seal of 
af the State of Kentucky, and the seal 
of the American navy. The punch 
ladle will be ornamonted with an en- 
graving of sea weed and will be gold- 
lined. The bowl will be decorated 
with the seal of the State aud navy. 
Eighteen gold-lined punch cups will 
go with the bowl. The cups will bo 
ornamented with engravings of State 
products, such as corn, tobacco aud 
hemp. 

A saver will also be a part of the 
service. The water pitcher will bo 
fourteen inches high. On it will be 
engraved an eagle in relief and ai 
etching of the battleship Kentucky 
going at full speed. Four silver turn- 
biers and a water bowl on a large, 
round silver waiter will go with the 
pitchers. Two large platters, a soup 
tureen and ladle and eighteen plates 
and eighteen finger bowls will com- 
plete the set. Tho silver service will 
weigh 2,700 ounces.

Our Export Trade. 

In a speech at St. Louis, Dr. W. 
P. Wilsou, of Philadelphia, an experi 
in matters of commerce, made the tel. 
lowing instructive and significant 
statement, concerning the growth of 
of the foreign commerce of the United 
States : 

'Almost without our knowledge, in 
many cases without the manufacturer 
most benefitted knowledge why, our 
export trade lias increased to such an 
enormous extent that last year we 
reached the second place in total 
trade of the world, and ranked first 
as an exporting nation. Over |12,- 
000,000,000 worth of American prod- 
ucts were paid for by coin from for- 
eign pockets, and of this enormous 
1300,000,000 represented the 
product of American manufacturers' 
-kill and intelligence. And this 
growth has been despito the lack of 
concentrated, systematic efforl. Why 
has this growth taken place ? Simply 
because, so far as food stuffs are con- 
cerned, the nations of the world must 
nave our raw material. So far as 
manufactured goods are concerned, 
t has grown because the foreigner 
has recognized that in nine cases out 
often the American manufactured 
article is the standard for quality." 

How Trusts Operate. 

In a recent speech Hon. James An- 
drew Scott made the following state- 
ment which will show how trusts op- 
erate : "I met a representative of the 
tobacco trust last week who told me 
that hereafter Kentucky farmers 
would be paid only six cents a pound 
for their crops. I told him that to- 
bacco could not be raised for that 
price. He said that thev would be 
compelled to raise it at that price, or 
else the trust would buy land, import 
heap Italian labor and raise its own 
tobacco. He fuither told me that the 
Bee trust had done the same way 
h the coffee planters and succeeded 
and the Tobacco trust would do like- 
wise. I think it time for the people
